VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  nnmher  of  liiiths  reg-istered  during  tim  year  was  liiitli-^. 
133  (63  mah'S  and  70  females).  Of  these  hirtlis  3  w«ne 
illegitimate.  The  liirth  rate  is  therefore  23  7.")  jier  1  Otto 
inhabitants,  as  comitared  with  23  I  for  1008.  'I'he  avt>rag(' 
birth  I'ate  foi'  the  ten  preceding  years  is  28-1.  The  birth 

rate  for  this  yeai',  though  not  the  lowest  on  record _ (in 

l.S!»7  it  was  22-4,)— is  next  lowest. 

I  he  total  number  of  detiths  rt“gister(Hl  as  occnri’ing' iti  De.atlis. 
the  District  was  62  (37  males  and  2.')  females),  the  ,<ame  as 
la.st  year.  This  is  e(piivalent  to  a  death  rate  of  1 1  per 
1000  living,  as  compared  with  11-2  last  year.  Last  year 
I  had  the  pleasure  of  recorditig  the  lowest  death  rate  (for 
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Inquests.

rale  is  lower  still.  'I’he  average  death  lale  for  the  last 
decade  is  l;3'S. 

However,  as  7  pei'sons  belonging  to  the  District  died 
during  the  year  in  public  institutions  outside  the  Disti'ict 
(2  in  the  Loughboi’ough  Workhouse  and  5  in  the  County 
Asylum),  the  nett  deaths  belonging  to  the  District  number 
09;  and  the  nett  death  late  is  iherefore  raised  to  12-.'),  as 
compai'cd  with  12  foi-  last  year. 

Two  were  held  during  the  year,  and  in  both  cases  the 
deaths  were  attributed  to  natural  causes. 

Thii'teen  deaths  of  childi'en  under  1  year  of  age  weie 
registered,  giving-  an  infant  moitality  of  97-7  per  lOOO 
births  T'egistered,  as  compared  with  135  for  the  previous 
yeai'.  This  also  compares  most  favourably  with  the  pie- 
vious  decennial  average,  which  was  144.  This  is  the  lowest 
infant  mortality  on  I'ecord  foi'  your  District,  that  of  1898 
(w'hich  was  98)  being-  next.  The  number  includes  the 
death  of  1  illegitimate  infant.  Of  the  13  deaths,  3  weie 
due  to  diarrhoeal  diseases,  f»  to  wasting  diseases,  and  f)  to 
othei-  causes. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Sixty-two  cases  were  notilied,  including-  Diphthm-ia  1, 
Erysii)elas  8,  and  Scarlet  Fevei'  .o3.  'I'he  total  number  of 
notifications  received  since  the  adoption  of  the  Infectious 
Diseases  (Notification)  Act,  1889,  is  3(12. 

4' wo  deaths  wei-e  due  to  the  notifiable  infectious  dis¬ 
eases  ( Diphtlieria  and  Scarlet  Fever  claiming-  1  each),  and 
2  to  Epidemic  Diairluea.  making  a  total  of  4  deaths  due  to 
zymotic  diseases,  and  a  zymotic  moi  falily  of  ()-7,  as  com- 
paied  with  0-9  for  last  yeai'. 

Only  one  case  was  notified,  and  unfoi  tunately  it  ended 
fatally  of  sudden  heart  failui'e,  aftei-  the  thi’oat  had  been 
cleared  by  the  use  of  the  auli-loxin  serum.  'I'lie  house  in 
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which  tliis  case  occurred  was  in  an  excellent  sanitaiy  con¬ 
dition.  The  serum  is  supplied  ly  your  Council  for  cases 
of  Diphtheria.  Swabs  are  supplied  by  the  County  Council, 
the  bacteriological  examination  of  which  will  decide  the 
diag-nosis  of  doubtful  soi-e  throats. 

Eig'ht  cases  were  notilied,  all  of  a  mild  character.  Krvsi]M!las, 

Unfoitunately  I  have  to  I'ecoid  a  rathei'  extensive  ScmiaL  pcv 
epidemic  of  this  disea.se.  Fifty-thiee  cases  were  notilied, 
ot  whicli  1  ended  fatally.  Two  ca.ses  occuned  at  Lubcloud 
Farm,  and  wei'e  impoited  from  Syslon.  None  of  the  other 
cases  can  be  traced  to  tliese  two. 

'I'he  eindemic  extended  from  the  lieginning  of  June  till 
the  end  of  the  year.  It  will  l)e  noticed  from  the  following- 
table  that  a  few  cases  occui-red  during-  the  month  of  June, 
none  during-  July,  and  a  few  din  ing  August ;  but  wlien  the 
scliools  le-opened  after  the  summei-  holidays,  the  numbei- 
ot  cases  suddeidy  increased,  .\gain,  during  December  thei'o 
was  a  considerable  decrease.

At  no  time  was  the  scliool  attendance  affected  to  any 
inaiked  extent. ✓  .Also,  I  found  after  many  \ isits  to  the 
scliools,  that  the  cases  seem  to  have  been  well  distributed, 
not  only  amongst  the  schools,  but  also  amongst  the  various 
classes  of  each  school.  I  do  not  tliink  that  there  wei'e  any 
grounds  for  school  closure. 

All  the  cases  were  tieated  at  home,  there  being  no 
/Isolation  flospital.  The  i.solation  of  cases  of  Scai'let  Fevei'

However,  iiticler  the  present 
circumstances  the  Iiest  was  done.  Tlie  schools  wei’e  imme¬ 
diately  notified  of  the  occurrence  of  a  case,  and  cliildren 
from  infected  house.s  wei'e  excluded.  iManufacturers  are 
also  notified,  and  oiilers  sent  piohihiting  the  sending'  of 
liome-woi'k  to  infected  premises. 

Two  cases  weie  seen  (lioth  in  one  house)  at  the  end  of 
Deccmbei',  and  in  this  instance  the  di.sease  was  impoi'ted 
from  Loughboiough. 

'riiis  disea.se  was  pievalent  amongst  cliildien  attending' 
the  Churcli  of  England  Schools  dining'  .Tune  and  .Tulv. 

Many  cases  were  seen  din  ing  December. 

Very  few  cases  were  seen,  the  summer  of  not 

being  favourable  to  this  di.sease.  However,  2  cliildren 
(aged  re.spectively  4  months  and  2  yeai's)  died  of  it. 

Disinfecting  fluids  and  powdei'S  are  freely  given  to 
infected  houses,  which  are  also  disinfected  by  “  Vaporform” 
lamps  on  the  termination  of  the  di.sease.  The  schools  wei-e 
disinfected  once  during  the  year. 

TUBERCULAR  DISEASES. 

There  is  ceitainly  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
Fhthisis  in  the  District.  Voluntaiy  nolilication  has  not 
been  adopted,  and  it  seems  to  have  been  a  failure  in  those 
districts  whmc'  it  was  adopted.  Compulsory  notification, 
jilacing  Fhthisis  in  the  same  category  as  the  other  infectious 
diseases,  is  bound  to  come:  and,  if  accompanied  by  powers 
to  local  authorities  foi-  efficient  isolation  of  consumi'tives, 
would  be  of  great  benefit  to  tlu'  community. 

The  Public  Health  ('I’libei culosis)  Kegulations.  IDOS, 
came  into  foici'  during  the  year,  making  notification  of 
Phthisis  by  I’oor  Law  Medical  Ollicers  to  the  Local  Sani¬ 
tary  Authority  com])ulsory.  Eight  cases  weie  notified 
under  these  regulations.  PTacli  was  given  a  cojiy  of  the 
*'  Instructions  to  Consumptives,”  and  was  also  individually 
advised  as  to  preventixe  measures. 


Only  ;5  persons  died  of  Plitliisis,  producing  a  Plilliisis 
death  rate  of  O'.").')  per  1000  living,  as  conipai'ed  with  0',‘5 
for  last  year.  Hoth  these  ligaires  compare  favouraOly  with 
those  for  the  foiiner  years,  as  is  shown  in  the  following

One  of  the  3  deaths  was  that  of  a  man  who  was  only 
a  few  weeks  in  residence  in  the  District.  The  houses  in 
which  the  deaths  occnired  were  disinfected. 

Three  deaths  were  due  to  other  foi  ms  of  Tuberculosis  other 
Cl  from  Tuberculai-  Peritonitis,  and  1  from  Tubercular 

Diseases.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

'Phis  is  mostly  derived  from  wells.  Six  samples  wine 
examined,  .‘5  being  good  and  3  unlit  for  drinking’  purposes. 

In  1  case  the  wed  I  was  condemned,  and  a  supply  obtained 
li'om  the  public  main  ;  and  in  the  case  of  the  lemaining  2 
the  wells  were  cleaned. 

bach  year  I  have  to  I’eport  a  number  of  connections 
with  the  Plaedvbiook  water  mains,  til  havine-  been  made

Thei'e  are  now  about  27(1  Iiouses  and  7  faclories  supplied 
fi'oni  the  Loughborough  (Corporation  ( I>lackbi’ook)  mains. 
Where  a  supply  can  be  obtained  from  this  source,  all  new 
Iiouses  are  connected. 

SEWERAGE. 

The  street  man-holes  have  been  fi'eiiuently  examined 
and  cleaned.  One  man-hole  (Pick  street)  was  found 
blocked,  and  a  new  cover  was  provided  to  allow  of  moie 
frequent  examination. 

'J'wenty-six  connections  liave  been  made  with  the 
sewers,  viz.,  4  in  Lant  street;  3  each  in  Chai’uwood  road 
and  Leicester  road;  2  each  in  King’s  road,  (ilarendon  road, 
Uhtirch  side,  Belton  street,  and  Brook  street;  and  1  each  in 
Sullington  road.  Factory  street,  Kirkhill  street,  Loughbo¬ 
rough  road.  Hall  croft,  and  The  Flatts.  With  the  exception 
of  the  Hall  croft  sewer,  all  were  found  clear,  and  in  this 
case  it  was  cleaned  out  as  far  as  possible. 

'I’welve  tiew  water-closets  were  connected  with  the 
sewers,  making  a  total  of  58  in  the  Disti  ict. 

Broad  iirigatiou  is  the  method  emjiloyed  for  sewage 
disposal.  The  farm  consists  of  12  acres,  and  of  these  8 
aci'es  are  divided  by  means  of  dykes  into  beds,  wdiich  have 
been  planted  with  osiers  duiing’  the  yeai'.  The  sludge  from 
the  detiitus  chamber  and  dykes  is  spread  over  the  lemaiuing 
4  acres,  on  which  “seeds”  are  grown.  The  heavy  lain-fall 
of  the  year  has  made  it  imperative  to  employ  considerably 
more  labour  at  the  farm  than  in  formei'  ymiis,  in  order  to 
maintain  its  efliciency.  The  detritus  chamber  and  dykes 
have  lieen  regularly  cleaned  out. 

SCAVENGING. 

The  piesent  contractor  continues  to  give  satisfaction, 
vei'y  few  complaints  having  been  I'eceived.  'Pherc'  aie  now 
4  IS)  pails  to  be  emptied  weekly,  an  incnaise  of  It)  foi'  the 
year.  Every  ojipoi  tunity  is  taken  to  convm  t  privy  middens 
into  pail  closets. 
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Household  rulihisli  and  Irade  i-efiise  ai’o  I’eniovc'd  wlieii 
such  an'  jdaced  in  suitahle  boxes.  &c.  This  anangeinenl; 
oiv('s  every  satisfaclion. 

NUISANCES. 

Joint  inspections  'vere  inaxh'  duiing  tlie  yeai’ ;  and  I 
have  to  repoi  t  that  better  sanitary  conditions  prevail  gene¬ 
rally,  though  in  some  older  properlies  there  is  room  for 
improvement. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

Bakehouses,  butchers’  shojis,  slaughter  houses,  fish 
shops,  and  1  knacker’s  yard  were  inspected,  and  2  notices 
wm  e  issued  foi'  lime-washing  and  cleansing. 


PLANS  AND  BUILDINGS. 


Sixteen  plans,  including  32  houses  and  1  extension  of 
a  factoiy,  wei'e  submitted  to  and  passed  by  your  Council. 

The  total  number  of  houses  inhabited  in  July  was 
1270.  as  compared  with  1244  last  year,  and  with  llGl  at 
the  last  census.  There  were  at  that  time  (July)  32  empty 
houses.  The  greater  number  of  the  iidiabited  houses  (many 
of  recent  construction),  are  most  satisfactory,  but  some  of 
the  older  pi'operties  lequiie  attention.

FACTORIES  &  WORKSHOPS, 

d'he  Factori('s  are: — Ilosieiy  7,  Boot  and  Shoe  4.  Lace 
1,  Joiners’  3,  Brickworks  1,  making- a  total  of  Ith  One  new 
llosiei'v  factory  was  opened  dining  the  year,  and  I  Boot 
and  Shoe  factoiy  was  closed.  These  were  all  inspected 
twice  during  the  yeai' :  one  inspection  was  made  with 
sjiecial  lefeience  to  sanitary  conveniences.  It  was  found 
that  these  were  by  no  means  satisfactoiy.  Fifteen  notices 
were  issued,  viz.,  3  for  insufficient  sanitary  accommodation, 
H  for  unsuitable  accommodation,  and  4  foi'  lime-washing. 

These  number  5'2,  and  are  as  follows: — llosiei'y  24, 
Boot  and  Shoe  o,  Needlemaker  1,  Piinter  1,  Dressmakei's  3, 
Tailors  6,  Bakehouses  G.  These  were  all  inspected,  and 
oidy  6  notices  were  issued  for  lime-wasliing. 

Nine  manufacturei'S  sent  lists  of  out-workers  twice  in 
the  year,  (including  addi'esses  of  3  contractoi's  and  .')37 
work-people)  ;  and  four  once  in  the  yeai'  (including  addresses 
of  4G  work-peojile),  making  a  total  of  22  lists  and  G4G  work¬ 
people.  Foi'ty-eight  addresses  were  received  from,  and  73 
addresses  sent  to,  other  authorities.  Six  notices  were  sent 
to  manufacturei'S  for  failing  to  send  their  lists.  280  inspec¬ 
tions  of  out-workers  premises  were  made;  and  17  orders 
sent  to  occupiers  of  factories  and  work-shops  to  prohilut 
till'  ttiving-  out  of  home-woi'k  to  housi's  infected  with  scarlet 
fever.
